ities in yesterday's West Canaan rail' 
road wreck up to 32. 
The injured

wreck in recent years. 


While the legal department of the 


Boston & Maine railroad has issued 
statement attributing the collision 
to an error in sending or reading 
train orders, an investigation was set 
on foot today to determine whether 
tlie mistake was made by the sending 
or receiving operator, or a man who 
read the message. One of these three 
men made the fatal error of mistak- 
ing a cipher for the figure "4" in the 
telegraphic code or the written copy. 


Whitn River Junction, Vt., Sept. 


16.—-Twenty-five passengers were kill- 
ed and 27 others Injured in a head-on 
collision near Canaan station between 
the southbound Quebec express and a 
northbound freight train, on the Con- 
cord division of the Boston & Maine 
railroad 
The disaster was due to a 


mistake In the train dispatcher's or- 
ders. Nearly all of the victims were 
returning from a fair at Sherbrooke, 
Quebec. The accident occurred during 
a fog. The conductor of the freight 
was given to understand that he had 
plenty of time f o reach a siding by the 
night operator at Canaan station re- 
ceiving, according to the superinten- 
dent of the'division, a copy of a tele- 
graph order from the train dispatcher 
at Concord, which confused the train 
numbers 30 and 34. 


The southbound train was made up 


at Sherbrooke, where it picked up two 
sleepers from Quehec, and two more 
on the way down. It consisted of the 
baggage car, passenger coach and a 
smoking car, In that order, with the 
Hleepers in the rear. The train left 
.White River Junction 40 minutes late, 
and was followed 20 minutes later by 
the Montreal express over the Central 
Vermont railroad. The Quebec train 
IS known as number 30, and the Mon- 
treal train is known as number 34. 
In the* meantime a northbound train 
known as number 267 had arrived at 
Canaan, IS miles down the road, on 
time. According to Division Superin- 
tendent W. R. Ray, J. R. Crowley, the 
night train dispatcher at Concord, 
Bent a dispatch to John Greeley, the 
night operator at Canaan, that number 
34 was one hour and ten minutes late. 
The order which Conductor Lawrence 
of the freight train showed after the 
accident distinctly states that number 
30 instead of number 34 was an hour 
and ten minutes late. Conductor Law- 
rence, .believing that he had sufficient 
time In the hour and ten minutes to 
reach the side track at West Canaan, 
four miles beyond, before number 30 
reached it, ordered his train ahead. 
JThe superintendent declared that the 
accident was due to the mistake in 
placing a cipher after the three In the 
dumber of the train instead of a four. 


Meets Freight Train. 


The morning was dull and misty In 


ttk,» western New Hampshire moun- 
tains, and the long freight train with 
a score of heavily-loaded cars lum- 
bered up the long grade toward West 
Canaan at the usual speed. On the 
other side of the curve, the Quebec 
express came down the single track 
With her load of passengers and the 
fonr heavy sleepers in the rear. The 
freight waa on a straight piece of 
track about a mile in length, and the 
Quebec express had rounded the curve 
Into this stretch when the two engi- 
neers saw the headlights of the oppo- 
site train burst out of the fog. Both 
engineers set their brakes and then 
Jumped, while the two great locomo- 
tives crashed into each other and, 
locked In a firm embrace, rolled into 
the ditch. The baggage car was 
burled back into the passenger coach 
like a great ram, and tore it asunder 
from end to end. As it did so the rear 
«nd of the car rose up so that when 
ft stopped at the forward end of the 
smoker, which was behind the passen- 
ger coach, it was well inclined. Only 
a few of the windows were broken in 
the smoking car and none of the Pull- 
mans was damaged. But ^the^ ill-fated 


passenger coach was crowded with' 
more than 50 people. 


Fortunately, with the engines off to 


one side, the wreckage did not take 
fire and add further sorrow to the al- 
ready dreadful scene. The trainbands, 
ably seconded by the passengers, 
helped to get the wounded from the 
cars, groped their way among the 
ruins and -began the work of rescue. 
The bodies of the dead were laid be- 
side the track quickly, while the res- 
cuers turned their attention to tnose 
who needed aid. Great beams were 
lifted, broken joists were thrown 
aside, and the bleeding and mangled 
forms were dragged out and laid on 
the backs of broken seats or upon 
blankets 
from 
the sleeping cars.

Rome, Sept. 16.—Alarmed by the 


spread of extreme liberalism even 
among the Roman Catholic clergy, 
Pope Pius X. issued an encyclical in 
condemnation 
of "Modernism" 'to- 


day, 
bitterly attacking the ideas of 


the new theology. 
He said: "Mod- 


ernism is a peril for the church. 
Its 


reforms in fath, philosophy, theology 
and history are all errors and drive 
those who believe in them to atheism. 
Boundless curiosity, pride of individ- 
ualism and disregard of true Cath- 
olic knowledge and discipline actual- 
ly have spread Modernism among the 
clergy." 


The encyclical decrees that philo- 


sophy and theology hereafter must 
be taught in the Catholic schools and 
universities in the complete spirit 
of the Catholic church and in ac- 
cordance with the rules of the church. 
It is decreed that all teachers Imbuetr 
with the spirit of moderism must be 
dismissed and bishops must compel 
the clergy and the faithful to abstain 
from reading papers inspired by the 
spirit of moderism or advocating the 
new theories. 


A board of censors is to be estab- 


lished in every bishopic to revise and 
edit all Catholic publications. 
The 


ecclesiastic are forbidden from send- 
ing papers through the 
mails 
or 


otherwise directing them without the 
consent of the bishop. The ecclesias- 
tics also must keep a close watch 
upon their assistants to prevent vio- 
ation of this ruling. 


Clerical congress are forbidden ex- 


cept in cases when dangers of mod- 
erinsm and laicism arise. Abroad or 
supervision is to be formed in every 
diocese to prevent 
the spread 
or 


"new errors." 


All bishops are instructed 
that 


they must forward to the pope in- 
dividual reports regarding the mat- 
ters covered in the encyclical. 
The 


encyclical of today has caused a great 
stir throughout Europe, and is re- 
garded as by far the most important 
issued during the present pontificate. 
It is regarded in some circles as liable 
to arouse as much controversy and 
discussion as the famous promulga- 
tion of the dogma of the immacualte 
conception.

Ottawa. Ont., Sept. 10.—A cablegram 


from Tokyo to the cunsul general, 
just received, referring to the anti- 
Japanese riots at Vancouver says: 
"The feeling in spite of the character 
of the disturbance, which was much 
graver than that of San Francisco, is 
favorable to Canada 
While greatly 


regretting that this deplorable inci- 
dent should occur within a dominion 
of the British Einuiif. whose ally 
Japan is, the tone of the press is calm 
and the public shows no excitement. 
All are depending upon the justice, 
friendship and fair play of the people 
of Canada, fully, expecting that mea- 
sures will be taken to protect Japanese 
lives and property."

FallU-ries' Action is Denounced by the 


Parisians—Want Conditions 


Restored to t'se. . 


Paris, Sept. 1C.-—A series of demon- 


strations Sunday expressed the indig- 
nation of the people against the es- 
cape from the guillotine of the mon- 
ster 
Soleillant, whose sentence to 


death for the atrocious murder of a 
12-year-old girl -was commuted last 
week by President Fallieres to life im- 
prisonment. Many women participated. 
The manifestation was organized not 
so much against Soleillantas to express 
the "voice of the people against the 
wave of unspeakable crimes commit- 
ted on little girls, which lately have 
increased to an alarming degree and 
which, it is feared, the commutation 
of the sentence of Soleillant will only 
stimulate. 


Several thousand persons were en- 


gaged in demonstrations at various 
points of the city, and especially large 
was the crowd in the Place St. Am- 
broise, near which lived little Marthe 
Ehberding, the victim of Soleillant. 
The rage of the women of this district 
has been great since President Fal- 
lieres showed clemency to Sileillant. 
They assembled with their husbands 
and others of their sympathizers and 
were 
augmented in numbers by 


crowds of curious persons. Their or- 
derly cries for justice were quickly 
changed to cries of "Death to Soleil- 
lant" and "Down with Fallieres" as 
the procession, led by a woman who 
carried a little girl on her shoulders 
with the purpose of indicating the ob- 
ject of the manifestation, moved to- 
ward the Place de la Republique.

The Molting Season.
